RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Ao o rosult of tho survoy a 
valuablo and —comprohonsivo 
report ontitlad “Tho Provalonco 
of Epidomic Disease and Port 
Hoalth Organization and Proco- 
duro in the Far East" was’ pro- 
sontod to tho hoalth committuo of 
tho Loaguo of Nations by Dr. 
Whito. 


Among the rocommoudations 
nuggossed aro the ontablishmont 
of an Epidomiological Intolli- 
genco Bureau in Singaporo 
for tho oollection ond dis- 
somination of information ro- 
garding tho hoalth conditions at 
the prinoipal soaports, and tho 
oalling ‘of a sanitary convention 
for tho countrios of the Far East. 


Aftor urging tho nocossity 
for theso moasures, tho lecturor 
passod on to a consideration of 
tho Loaguo's suggested grading— 
o first olasa port to bo ono witha 
qualified and adequate hoalth 
staff, propor apparatus for fumig- 
ation of largo vessels at anchor, 
o trained etaff for capturo and 
sorutiny of rata, suitablo quaran- 
tino station-for dock passongors, 
adoquato laboratory, infoctious 
disoases hospital, safo and ad- 
oquato wator supply, aud requisite 
machinory for dealing with gravo 
discases. A second class port 
will bo ono without the moans of 
fumigation or quarantine station; 
and o third olass port will boany 
lacking most of the abovo facili- 
tiog. 


THE LOCAL POSITION. 


Dr. Lim said his roason for 
drawing particular attention to 
this matter was the probable 
effect of the grading on tho 
Chins Coast ports. It would be 
realised that-in most of tho placos 
affectod tho minimum requisites 
ee Leaguo woro absent. Ho 
Ball i— 


“Lot us consider for the pro- 
sont only Hongkong ond Sharg. 
hai, two of our biggest porte, to 
soo whethor cithor of thom can 
bo ranked as o first class port in 
tho grading of tho Loaguo. Hong- 
kong, boing o British colony and’ 
undor ono administration can, 
without vary much diMculty, in- 
troduco the nocassary improvo- 
monts to make ita first class port.

In tho 
caso of Shanghai it isa difforent 
proposition. It presonts a pro- 
blom moro difficult of solution on 
account of its various political 
and administrativo unite,” 


Continuing, Dr. Lim doalt in 
dotail with tho position in Snang- 
hai, and: pointed out that tho 
absonce of propor, co-ordinated 
moasuros placed that variously 
administored oity in the oatogory. 
of a third olass port. Howevor, 
it waa imporativo to have Shang- 
hai, “tho fourth biggost port in 
tho world,” graded as firat class. 
Ono’ of tho greatost drawbacks 
was tho paucity of information 
on tho actual hoalth conditiona 
of all tho areas within the 
Roographioal Jimits of tho city. 
Tho only romody wasn compra- 
honsive international sanitary 
purvoy, 

Such a survey, tho lecturor 
pointed. out, could be conducted 
by ropresontatives of the Intor- 
national Sottlemont, Frenoh 
Sottlomont, Chineso City, and 
Customs Port Honalth Authority, 
with assistanoco from a League of

RIVER STEAMER SHELLED. 
(Our Own Correspondent.) 


Shanghal, January 2%. 

Troops stationed” at Woosung 
forts , fired on the — small 
Chinese river steamer Tateh of 
the Tadah Steamship Company 
whon tho vessel waa entering the 
Yangtaze river en route to Nan- 
tungehow. 

The yesael had disregarded the 
algnal to heave to but when she 
was struck by no shell the Cap- 
tnin beached his vessel. Tho 
soldiers forced the passengers’ to 
go ashore but they were not 
molested. Later the passengers 
were allowed to return aboard 
after the soldiers had decided 
against embarking on tho vosael 
which was slightly damaged. 


It js reported that Chi Hetch- 
yunn’s forces control the railway 
aa far as Changchow ond an area 
north of the Yangtsze. A retreat 
to the vicinity of Wusth {a ex- 
pected, where a battle Is expect- 
ed to take place. 

Sun Chuan-fang is 
aloof, but 5,000 of his troops 
have been dispatched from 
Shanghai into the fighting area. 
The Settlement authorities are 
prepared to admit and disarm 
or intern or deport additional 
defeated troops if there is a case 
of emergency. Wusih and other 
nearby ‘towns have been utterly 
wrecked by looters. 


Two More Shiplonds to Go. 


Tsingtao, January .21.— Four 

thousand ex-soldlers from Shang- 
hal, who arrived {o-day aboard the 
steamer Talma, were immediately 
loaded into standing trains and 
shipped to Tsinan, whence they 
will disperse to their homes. They 
were given two dollars each and 
food here. Their behaviour was 
excellent. Six British and alxty 
Sikh police officers accompanying 
the mon experienced not the 
slightest trouble. The policemen 
are returning to Shanghai to-night. 
Two foreign ships, carrying mora 
repatrinted provincinls, re exe 
pected to-morrow, : 
. Two Japanese destroyers arrived 
from Shanghai. 
Although no untoward occurrence 
ia anticipated, the return of thou- 
sands of war veterans is now 
viewed aga rave matter, No em- 
ployment awaits them, and it is 
feared many will turn bandlts.—

In his paper Dr. 
object was to call 
the clinical aspects of tuber- 
culosia becnuso In these days 
thoy were jn urgent need of close 
co-operation between ‘aelentists 
{fh tho Inboratory and the every- 
day practitioner, There was un- 
doubtedly n Jarge prevalence 0 
tubercufosin in all fits forms in 
the cities along the China coast 
and he should base his remarks 
on ‘his own oxperience, gained in 
26 years. So far js curability 
waa concerned he remarked that 
80 years 10 phthisis waa con- 
aidered to be practically incur- 
able by the practitioner but in 
recent years they had found that 
a cure was not very difficult to 
obtain. This waa proved by a 
study of hospital statistics, al- 
though he admitted that it was 
difficult to arrange for any 
course of proper treatment at 
home where the Chinese were 
concerned, Drug treatment, he 
said, played a very secondary 
role in any modern system. of 
treatment. 

Success of any treatment de- 
pended largely on carly dingnosia 
and a vital point for the ordinary 
practitioner was the protection 
of children from consumptive 
parenty, In this Intter matter 
of course much could be done by 
educational work, 


Not Hereditary. 

Dr. Lim went on to state that 

there was no evidence to prove 
conclusively that the disease was 
hereditary but the only way tu 
safeguard children was to insist 
on their removal from the home 
or their isolation from their 
infected parents,  He_spoke of 
the rarity ‘of skin tuborculosis. 
In the majority of phthisis cases 
the first appearance generally 
oceurred after bronchitis or an 
ordinary cold, after pluerisy and 
generally about — the period of 
adolescence or at the heginning 
of adult life. 
‘In the country districts where 
labour was mainly out of doors 
the disease was not over-pre- 
valent.. But In tropleal eithes 
where the poorly paid workers 
were crowded together in dark 
and insanitary cubicles the in- 
cidence of the discase was very 
high, It was something of a din- 
grace that such conditions exist- 
ed in flourishing cities. 

Passing to treatment Dr. Lim 
had many things of great in- 
terest to say. Dealing with the 
methods he had: adopted during 
his 26 years’ practice, he called 
attention to those which had 
given best resulta. At onde time 
he remarked that there waa great 
fenr expressed In using tubercu- 
lin but in the list asves years 
it had given good | results, 
capecially when the, treatment 
was commoneed with minimum 
doses. He, had found drugs: al- 
most uaeloss with the ywo ¢x-

He then made the interesting 
announcement that carnivorous 
animals-were much Jess liable to 
tubercular Infection thin other 
animals and ‘In the Ceading of 
tubercular patients it Aad been 
found that meat juice of carni- 
vorous animaja waa very bene- 
ficial, Me instanced dog meat us 
perhaps the most enally procured 
of any carnivores, 

Clinicians had_ found that the 
blood of ‘such animals gave very 
good results. He related an 
Instance of where a young mun 
in a quite advanced stage of the 
disease had been fed on juice 
extract from dog flesh and that 
after only ten days of this treat 
ment hind felt great relief. The 
patient steadily improved.and in 
n. short time had increased his 
weight by 18 lbs, and had start- 
‘ed to get about as usual, He 
had rince written to the lecturer 
saying, “I have been reaurrect- 
ed from the dend.” (Laughter). 

Dr. Lim admitted that in addi- 
tlon to thin treatment ho had 
continucd administering creosote 
which the patient had previously 
relied on without such good re- 
aults. 

In matters Hke this the practi- 
toner needed the assistance of 
men in tho inboratory, for he need- 
ed knowledge on the matter, The 
curo may have been a coincidence 
but. there. was probably a lot to 
be lenrned from the use of meat 
jufces of ’ carnivorous animals 
and exporiments in the laboratory 
were needed to teat the efilcacy 
of the treatment, :

In replying to the diacussion Dr. 
Lim sold that many years ago: he 
saw in a hundred veterinary work 
that the dog was the least Mablo 
of domestic’ animals to suffer 
from tubercular disease, and it 
led him to‘think that there was 
something in’ the constitution of 
a dog which gave great natural 
resistance. He found any raw 
meat juice particularly useful but 
the raw meat juice of .a dog was, 
he thought, of the greatest use. 
Ono of his first patients treated 
with it was from the Hakka coun- 
try where they regularly ate, doga 
(laughter). and when it was sug- 
gested that he should tnke the 
juice raw instend of ‘cooked ho

It was on sad fact 
that the Chinese Hospital in 
which Manson worked was closed , 
alown a few years ago There | 
were other hospitals but the one 
which British’ pioneers started 
was permitted to decay through 
want of a little support. There 
was a splendil opportunity to 
restore the lest prestige. ‘Through 
the munificence of Mr. Tan Kah 
Kee, of Singapore, the University 
of Amoy was founded three and 
a half yenrs ago. It had faculties 
of arts and science. If a medical 
research institute be made a part 
of the Manson Memorial the Uni- 
versity could house the inatitute 
if the funds collected did not 
suffice to erect a special building. 


British Prestige. 


The old hospital should be re- 
built, and he believed the Chinese 
would heartily co-operate.

In Shang- 
hai, tho foroign eottloment has 
without tho loast shadow of doubt 
boon mado tho plotting ground 
by many Chinoso agitators, and 
wo. imagine tho samo ia truo of 
many othor Tronty Ports in 
China.- Evon in Hongkong thero 
ar, in tho past, bobn far too much 
of this sort of thing, ‘Wo know 
tho diffienttions of  dotocting 
agitators In their work, but it 
sabould bo maddy clear ta all 
Chinuso political leadors that thoy 
cannot hope for asylum in for- 
cign: ports or sottlomonts unlesa 
thoy aro contont to romain in- 
active. Hospitality bas in days 
ono by been abominably abused, 
with harmful consaquonces to tha 
localitfon concerned. Unless a 
stop ia put to these things, not 
only will plotting bo prohibited, 
but political leaders who aro 
known to have any considerablo 
following will hava to bo shut out 
of such places altogothor. As 
fish cannot bo mado of one, and 
fowl of anothor, the only just 
course, if mattera do not improve, 
will bo to koop out all military or 
political chiefs. 


The Latest Conspiracy. 
It ig somo timo since the public 
wore shockéd by tho murdor of u 
prominont Gonoral in a London 
West-ond aquaro, by Jrish mal- 
contents, Somohow ono doos not 
associate assassination with tho 
national charactor, and whilo 
tho avorago Briton is proparod 
to accopt nows of such ovonts 
in othor places ho is surprised 
to find occasionally that 
similar crimes can happen in 
his own domain. Afcor the Irish 
troublos. had moro or toss quicten-
